St. Louis, June 4th. — To-morrow the 
Democratic National Convention meets. It 
will be called to order by the National 
Committee. Stephen M. W hite, of Cali­ 
fornia, will be elected temporary Chairman. 
Vice-Presidents will be chosen, Secretaries 
elected, clerks appointed and the Commit­ 
tee on Platform and Resolutions and Cre­ 
dentials named. This will, in all proba­ 
bility, constitute the first day's work of the 
Convention. On Wednesday, should the 
committee be in readiness to report, a 
perm anent organization will be effected; 
nominations for President and Vice-Presi­ 
dent will be made; a National Committee 
be appointed, and the Convention finally 
complete its labors. 


THE HOTEL HIGHWAYMEN. 
It is reported that there is a scheme afoot 
to delay the Convention over another week, 
so that the highwaymen who manage the 
hotels may have a chance to dive still deeper 
into the pockets of their helpless victims. 
If the delegates to the Convention who are 
complaining of the m anner in which the\ 
are being hourly robbed by the leading 
hotel men, subm it to this, it will be sur­ 
prising. 
NOTHING BUT CONVENTION. 
From daybreak this morning until long 
after midnight the city has been given over 
to the Convention. Every person—from 
the mechanics in the shops and laborers in 
the streets to merchants in their shops 
and operators on ’Change—is absorbed 
deeply in the Convention. They know 
that Cleveland will be renominated by ac­ 
clamation ; there is only the smallest pos­ 
sible chance that Thurm an will be beaten 
for the second place on the ticket; that 
everything is cut-and-dried excepting the 
platform of the party, and that there is 
nothing in the platform except a tariff 
plank worth fighting over. But they nev­ 
ertheless feel that the town is in some 
tueasure 
responsible fyr upholding the 
fortunes of the Democratic party for an­ 
other four years, and they have abandoned 
themselves to the excitement which always 
attends the meeting of a National Conven­ 
tion. 
Flags float in the smoky atmosphere 
which overhangs the business portion of 
the city. There are economical displays of 
bunting from the hotels which scantily ac­ 
commodate the delegates, who are inordi­ 
nately taxed for vile accommodations. 
Bands are parading the city, followed by 
political clubs from every part of the coun­ 
try, and the streets are thronged by pedes­ 
trians, who heartily cheer their attractive 
appearance. Fully one-third of the dele­ 
gates attended the races to-day. 


A JCG-HANDLK CONVENTION. 
There were none of the old-time discus­ 
sions in behalf of half a dozen candidates 
for the Presidency; no vital issue that 
divides the party into factions; no pipe- 
laying, wire-pulling and trading for this, 
that or another candidate. Everything, ex­ 
cept m inor details, has been pre-arranged, 
and the delegates know it. 
The only 
enthusiasm visible anywhere was at the 
Lindell Hotel this afternoon, where a 
crowd assembled and was addressed by one 
of the delegation from Indiana, in support 
of Gray. He stood with his back against 
one of the columns in the spacious lobby 
of the hotel, and presented arguments in 
support of his candidate. 
The crowd 
cheered fc: 
. and a Thurm an man m ount­ 
ed a ch .:; -oposite the Gray speaker, and 
they indulged in a debate. 
The Thurm an advocate had a red ban­ 
dana handkerchief tied at the end of his 
cane to enforce his remarks, and the Indi­ 
ana orator held in his hand a picture of 
Gray, which b re a striking resemblance to 
the Hon. Bard well Slote. The warfare waged 
until both orators were exhausted, and 
then the fun waxed furious for two hours. 
On several occasions three cheers were 
proposed for Cleveland, but they met with 
very feeble response.

R o c k d a l e (Tex.), June 4th.—A most 
horrible calamity bas befallen Rockdale. 
This morning, about 4 o’clock, the Men- 
dine Hotel, a three-story brick building, 
wras found to be on fire and was quickly all 
ablaze. 
Inside were thirteen persons, only 
two of whom escaped alive. 
Dr. W. A. Brooks, the proprietor, was 
pulled out of the burning building with 
his hair and beard singed off, and other­ 
wise badly burned, leaving behind him 
his wife and four children, who perished. 
Pemberton Pierce, representing the firm 
of George H. Seigler, of Philadelphia, 
jum ped from the burning building and was 
killed. 
D. M. Oldham, of Dallas, escaped badlv 
singed. 
The mystery about the whole thing is 
that so m any could have perished, when 
none were higher up than the second- 
story, and there were galleries and exits on 
both sides of the building. 
No one was heard to call or scream, all 
dying without a cry for help, though a 
great crowd quickly gathered 
and ex 
hausted every effort to afford a rescue. The 
pecuniary loss is small.

A SUPPOSED REPUBLICAN SWEEP 
IN OREGON. 


A.HABCHISM REPUDIATED. 


The N orth American Turner Band at 
its recent im portant session in Chicago 
decided that it has nothing to do with any 
Anarchistic ideas. By resolution, all sym­ 
pathy with Anarchism was repudiated by 
a vote o f-379 to 208. 
But most of those, 
say the dispatches, who voted in the nega­ 
tive did so because they did not want to 
repudiate a charge not directly made, some 
because they had been personal friends of 
the Anarchists who were executed, and 
many because of their hcrror of the death 
penalty. 
It was a signal victory for the 
anti-Anarchist element. 
But the occur­ 
ence came about in such a way as to 
emphasize the strong position that the 
society occupies on serial questions. 
It appears that the Green Bay Turn 
Yereln, a few months ago, had issued a 
circular demanding that a!' who sympa­ 
thized with the Chicago Anarchists be 
expelled, and threatening to withdraw if 
the demand was Teferred. 
On this n a tte r 
the report of a committee recommended a 
reprimand to the Green Bay T um Yerein, 
on the technical ground of violation of the 
Turner’s constitution by such a mode of 
procedure as th e circular advised. 
The 
committee submitted a platform vf princi­ 
ples, setting forth that the Convention of 
the North American! Turner Bund is in 
accordance with all ju st demands for the 
amelioration of the social condition of 
the working people, and is resolved to 
employ its entire strength to iix proper 
boundaries to the oppression hr- monopoly. 
The resolution added that in a republic all 
necessary reforms m ust be brought aliout 
in a peaceable and legal way. 
The report added: 
“ A ll appeals to 
brute force, incitem ent or attempts to 
cause riots, and to violent self-help, such 
as was made in recent times ou the free 
soil of the republic, are condemned most 
emphatically as criminal.” 
Upon this re­ 
port the tight began and ended. The 
Green Bay Yerein defended its action on 
the ground that the inaction of the higher 
authorities of the order at a critical time, 
had led the public to believe there was 
some sympathy between the Turn Yerein 
and anarchy. 
A motion by an Anarchist 
sympathizer to expel the G reen Bay Turn 
Yerein brought the fight to a white heat, 
whereupon Mayor W allber, of Milwaukee, 
moved an amendment of that section of 
the report declaring against the use of vio­ 
lence. 
H e wished to make it stronger by 
“ repelling with indignation the reproach 
that we are open to anarchistic ideas ” and 
announcing that “ we shall always stand up 
for law and order.” 
To this it was ob­ 
jected that even to Anarchists must be 
granted the right of free speech, but after 
a warm debate 
the 
amendment 
was 
adopited by 379 to 208 and the report as 
amended by a viva voce vote. 
This action 
is important as indicating the burden of 
thought on the part of a great number of 
American citizens ui>on A narchist preach­ 
ing and manifestation. 
It serves also to 
remove a reproach that a good many had 
supposed to attach to the organization be­ 
cause of the anarchistic views of a very 
small number of the members of the order. 


O n several occasions the R ecord-U n io n 
has commended the effort to establish free 
kindergarten schools in this city. 
A be­ 
ginning was made to attain that end, so 
far as one school will accomplish it, several 
months ago, and lias made some progress. 
The public mind is now I letter informed 
concerning the financial needs of the 
effort and the hope is entertained that 
it will be speedily given the necessary 
monthly income. 
W hen that is assured 
the promoters will, we understand, open 
the school, and it is anticipated that it 
will be done on a very near date. T hat 
our people may have the benefit of the 
recital of the experience in kindergarten 
work in San Francisco, and the great ben­ 
efits it confers upon society, M rs. Sarah B. 
Coaper, the foremost worker in the kinder­ 
garten cause in the metropolis, will this 
evening, at a free entertainm ent, tell the 
story of kindergarten work in San F ran­ 
cisco. 
To those who have read any of 
her writings upon the subject of kinder­ 
gartens as means of intellectual and moral 
education, and of physical development, the 
mere announcement that she is to speak 
upon the topic will he sufficient to insure 
their presence. Those who have not given 
special attention to the m attter will prob­ 
ably be much instructed by the address. 
Recognition of this philanthropic effort to 
found a kindergarten school in this city 
should therefore tie given by a large at­ 
tendance. 
The m atter rises out of mere 
local importance, for it is a movement that 
proceeds upon a high plane to a lofty pur­ 
pose, and is worthy of the broadest com­ 
mendation and most liberal assistance. 


S e n a t o r S t a n f o r d is credited with 
declaring that President Cleveland’s exer­ 
cise of the veto power lias enabled him to 
terrorize Congress, and that by its liberal 
use he has a me into the exercise of power 
greater than ‘hat of any oriental potentate.

As is stated in the 
language attributed to Senator Stanford, 
the President has sc used his privilege 
that lie can coerce 200 out of 300 Congress­ 
men, and imperil any ard all the measures 
of Representatives or Sen \tors.

the 
other 
Presidents 
aggregate, it is not difficult to 'Understand 
how he can exert the pjwer to dictate the 
passage or decree the defeat -if any meas­ 
ure, and become the nation*! legislator, 
usurping the function» of Congress.

CESSPOOLS AN D V A U L T S. 
At the suggestion of Dr. Nichols, of the 
Board of H ealth, a change was m ade in the 
ordinance relating to the construction of 
cesspools and vaults. 
T he old ordinance 
required th at there should be tw o com part­ 
m ents to a vault, and th at one of them 
should be m ade water tight and have an 
oveifiow into the other com partm ent. The 
T he new ordinance says th at such cesspools 
aud vaults as are hereafter constructed shall 
be m ade w ater-tight for four feet below the 
surface of the ground, and below that level 
shall he so arranged th at the liquid con­ 
tents shall escape into th e surrounding 
soil. 
Such cesspools and vaults shall be 
constructed of brick, iron or concrete, aud 
in no case shall be m ade less th an seven 
feet in depth from the surface of the 
ground. 
A large num ber of current hills were 
audited and allowed.

its benefits m ust he apparent to all. As the 
season progresses we «hall hope to see such an 
nteresting collection here of the products of 
field, orchard, garden aud iarm, and mine, that 
it will be worthy of a long journey to see. 


NEW STREST B A ’LROAD. 
The Committee on Street Railroad Facilities, 
Philip Beheld as Chairm an, huvu done excel­ 
lent work in encouraging the establishm ent of 
new lines in portions o f th e city heretofore 
w ithout the accom m odationsof this nature. In 
a few m onths it is stated that the Electric Rail­ 
way w i'l be fully equipped and ready to show 
our citizens the practit al work w hich can be 
done in this direction by the use of storage bat­ 
teries. It is gratifying, also to be able to say that 
the older com pany has of late shown an earn­ 
est desire to extend its lines and assist in the 
developm ent of outlying districts. 


TH E PBAl.IC PARK». 
The Committee ou I*uhlie Parks and Play­ 
grounds, D. A. Lindley, Chairm an, while assist­ 
ing in the effort to im prove the Plaza and 
Capitol Park, has done its chief work in an en­ 
deavor to secure the transfer of East Park to the 
city for the uses of the public, forever. Few can 
realize the am ount of tim e spent in an en­ 
deavor to get a m ajority of the stockholders to 
consent to this transfer, which by earnest effort 
was accomplished, am i a tender of the gift 
m ade to the city authorities. For sundry rea­ 
sons it was deem ed best not to accept the propo­ 
sition unless the whole am ount of stock was 
represented in the tender. 
This park, from.its proxim ity to the city, has 
become valuable, and should it be cut up or 
offered for sale, would deprive us of an attrac­ 
tion we can ill afford to spare. 
It i; hoped that 
daring the coming year some plans may he car­ 
ried into effect which w ill secure the property 
to the city. Iu this connection it will be proper 
to refer to our m ain Plaza, which has been so 
greatly improved under the adm m istration of 
the present Board of Trustees. 
As it is, it 
challenges the adm iration of all visitors, and it 
is a standing rebuke to the Silurian spirit of 
some of our property-holders who, when it was 
a bare rubbish hole, protested against its im ­ 
provement. 
TH E WORK o r A YEAR. 
In sum m ing up this work of a tw elve m onth 
it will be acknowledged that onr members 
have voluntarily given both tim e and patience 
for the public good. I am inform ed by the Sec­ 
retary that there have l-eeu thirty meetings of 
our Executive Committee, during the year, 
with a large num ber for the standing com m it­ 
tees who have reported at moTe or less length. 
In addition to the regular work already reported 
in our committees, we have carried out most 
successfully several m atters having for their 
objects the good of our city. Among these uiav 
lie m entioned the 


ENTERTAINMENT OF TH E AMERICAN HORTICULT­ 
URA I, ASSOCIATION 
In the Assembly cham ber of the Capitol. This 
allair íb acknow ledged to have been most suc­ 
cessful and profitable for our objects, and en­ 
joyable as well to all. It brought us into close 
relationship w ith a body of thinking men. who, 
coming from all taunts of the Union, knew how 
to appreciate soil, clim ate aud productions, and 
proved to them that Central and Northern Cali­ 
fornia had a fruit section ahead of that they 
were specially invited to enter iu Southern Cal­ 
ifornia. In connection w i'h rem arks on this 
subject it m ay be proper to m ention that during 
the sitting of the body in San Jose our Associa­ 
tion m aintained there a county exhibit which 
excelled a m ajority of those brought to the no­ 
tice ol the distinguished visitors. 


MISCELLANEOUS POINTS. 
Through the suggestion of one of our m em ­ 
bers—the Hon. R. 1). Stephens—our Association 
m ade a speciil effort to increase the appropria­ 
tion for the United States Government buildiug 
in Sacramento. Special committees were sent 
to San Francisco, and by efforts and statem ents 
em anating from onr tody, this verv im portant 
concession has been obtained, and we will have 
a buildiug worthy of our citv. 
1 am happy io state that over S800 of the funds 
of this Association have been used for advertis­ 
in g-advertising the advantages of this section 
in Eastern papers. Such an am ount is well 
spent, and must result in good. 
With the organization of a State Board of 
Trade we early affiliated, aud it is believed that 
through this affiliation much benefit h as b en 
derived. Our delegate, Mr. A ls ip , ta s regularly 
attended the meetings, and it is hoped that the 
connection thus established will continue. 
In closing tl is statem ent it w ill be fair for ns 
to claim som ething for our organization in as­ 
sisting the m aterial prosperity of Sacramento. 
When we organized, a year ago. outside prop­ 
erty was com paratively low, business propertv 
not in good dem and, and bouses to let in evdry 
part of our city. What has happened ? Outside 
property has Increased 100 per cent., business 
property at leant a third, and few, if any. bonnes 
to let. 
Railw ays are spanning new districts, new en­ 
terprises are at work, and there is certainly a 
feeling of security an d prosperity never before 
experienced in Sacrameuto. The work done bv 
this Association baf. certainly aided in bringing 
about this im proved condition.
